Meuiournb, Sept. 12, -Champion, the 
labor agitator, has gone to Sydney, It is 
believed that the leading strikers author-' 
Izod him to nogotif.'o with employers, the 
union men to resume work without requir- 
ing the dismissal of non-unionists. Tho 
labor council at Sydney refused to recognize 

him. A manifesto, issued by tho employers 
at Sydney, urges the strikers to oiler more 
reasonable terms. Several ollieers, who re- 
fused to work on vessels employing non- 
union men, have applied for reinstatement, 
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eye. In fact I he whole company acquitted 
themselves of their parts with much ability 
and intelligence. Considerable credit is 
due to Mr. Adderley who prepared the 
ladies and gentlemen for the performance, 
and to Mr. II. ,s. Sliarpe, musical director, 
hut the fact remains that they sowed in 
good soil and the harvest reaped is equally 
creditable to both sides. 

It is understood that the performance re- 
sulted, financially, in a very satisfactory 
sense.

London, Sept. 15. — Now tlia^- the dock 
companies at Southampton, disgusted by 
the conduct of the strikers in agreeing to 
return to work and then failing to do so on 
account of quarrels among their various 
unions, have closed the docks and peremp- 
torily ended all relations between them- 
selves and the men. The situation of affairs 
has assumed an entirely changed aspect, 
instead of tho now move on lho part of the 
companies being wholly detrimental to the 
interests of the strikers, it lias in one im- 
portant respect improved their position, 
for upon'learning of the lockout the London 
executive of the Dockers' Union has de- 
cided that if the masters did not recede 
from their new standpoint the. union would 
endorse the Southampton strike and sup- 
port the locked out men with all the re- 
sources at its command. Thus the masters 
have procured for the strikers what 
the latter had not been able 
to procure for themselves, the un- 
qualiticd support of one of tho strongest 
labor organizations in existence. The affair 
will now become a national instead of a lo- 
cal struggle. Mr. Stanhope, Secretary lot- 
War, has given orders to the military to 
furnish all force needed to m iintnin peace 
at Southampton, and it is not improbable 
that their services will be needed, for the 
disemployed union men are quite desperate 
and assaults upon the non-unionists are fre- 
quent. It is needless to say that these acts 
are severely condemned by the real leaders 
of the strike, who fully realize the great 
harm done to the cause of labor by such 
conduct, but the men include many rough 
characters who cannot bo controlled. 
CANTON POLITICS. 
The body of Councillor Rossi, who was 
murdered by the Radical agitator Costigli- 
one during the recent popular revolt tit Bel- 
Iinzona JOnnton, was buried to-day with 
public honors. His colleague, Itespini, who 
was kept prisoner to protect him from the 
angry populace, bus been liberated, hut is 
ill dinger of his life owing to the still irri- 
tated condition of public feeling.

The general gave 
the banquet to Captain Kabaloff, of the 
Russian army, who, he said, represented un 
uucomparuble army, which was prepared to 
dispose of the armed coalition which was 
threatening Europe.

From the Frasor River Country, 

A glowing account of the crop prospects 
on lho Fruser is brought by Mr. M. linker 
who has just returned from that region. 
He slates that the fertile Delta and West- 
ham Islands have fairly outdono then selves 
this year; never have they produced better 
crops in extent and quality than aro now 
ready for the harvest. 

Mr. Baker examined several samples of 
the Red Fife wheat grown from seed distri- 
buted in the Spring, for the Victoria Mills. 
It is found to have matured well, the yield 
being excellent;. Though not of as 
uniform hardness as that grown 
Manitoba, about one-third of the crop will 
be "No. 1 hard." The samples shown to 
the visiting Victorian were, he says, the 
best that have yet been produced ill this 
section of the province. The yield, though 
good now, will be better next year, and the 
mill-men need have no fear of a shortage of 
wheat to work upon. 

Oafs and barley are magnificent ami the 
crop is unusually heavy. Roots are well 
developed and in good quantity ; they will 
make a good exhibit at Ihe approaching ex- 
hibition in Victoria. All small fruits have 
done well tins season, and there will bo an 
average supply of apples and pears from the 
Delta.

Or a Kamlnnps Prospecting Party In Lo- 
cal Inc Mica Mines at Tete 
Juuno Cache' 

(Inland Sontlucl ) 
On Monday evening last, Messrs. Alex. 
McLean (of iho Colonial Hotel), Alex. 
MoArthur, Frank Savona, and Fred 
Griffin returned from a six weeks' pros- 
pecting expedition up tho North Thomp- 
son river, tired, hungry, and lookin 
little tho worse fur wear. 

The quartette rode away from Kam 
loops on tho evening of the .'iOth of July 
on their northern journey with tho Teto 
Jauno Cache as their objective point, 
After twenty-nine days hard travolin 
during winch time they had many ihrill- 
idventures and experiences and en 
dured many hardships sufficient to make 
up a volume on iv par with "Darkest 
Africa," they reached the end of their 
journey. 

Eight livers, besides innumerable 
creeks and sloughs, were crossed, and 
many mountains climbed. The first 100 
miles was comparatively easy, but after 
that the party had tremendous difticul 
ties to contend with. The trail was cov- 
ered to a great extent with a woody 
growth of ten or fifteen years, which had 
to be chopped away, while in othor places 
the country had been devastated by fire, 
and covered with the fallen and charred 
remains of a once dense forest. In such 
places gamo was scarce and tho men went 
on short rations. 

J ust before tho Tete Jauno Cache was 
reached tho parti' made the ascent of a 
high mountain, taking eight hours' hard 
climbing to reach the summit, From 
their exalted position they could see to 
the south-east rise the snow crowned 
heads of the inonarclia of the Rockies, 
Mounts Brown and Honker, both of 
which are credited with being over 10,- 
500 feet above tho level of tho sea — 
slightly higher than the famous Mount 
Blanc. All around as far as tho eye 
could reach rose the sparkling minarets | 
of mountain peaks, clad in the purity of 
everlasting snow, a scene of sublime 
grandeur and matchless magnificence, ! 
once seen never to bo forgotten. Here | 
they rested their wearied bodies and 
feasted on mountain ambrosia made j 
of flour and water — and not much flour 
at that.

THE HISTORY OF THE EXILED GRENE- 
DIER GUARDS. 



Soutto Bermuda Because they Mutinied— 
. They nre Looked on as Defenders or the 
.' 'I'll rone— The Flower of England's 
' Household Brigade. 

Thu history of the exiled Grenadier Guard) 
is a strauge mid glorious one. Originally 
J'ormo i from thu ranks of the loyalists who 
followed tlm fortunes o£ thu first Charles, 
these men, in their Finnish, exile, suffered 
every misery that the adherents of n fallen 
cnuso unn know, and they duns; with un- 
swerving fidelity to thu cause of the unfor- 
tunate Charles I. Thu royal rogbiieuU of 
Guards, as they were known then, were led 
by Lord Wentwortb, aud surrciderod on 
their own terms to Muvhal Tttroime, at the 
battle of the Downs, June 14.1C5S. They 
were commissioned again under the same 
officer in 1080, and smt to Dunkirk ; a 
second battaliou was added, and they were 
named the First regiment of Foot Guards, A 
third battalion was afterward added, bring- 
ing the strength of this famous regiment up 
to 2,540 olHears and mon. In the latter part 
of Queen Anne's and the entire reign of the 
first George they wore looked on a;

against the machinations of the Pretender 
and his friends and adherent*, That the 
modern doctrines of socialism should make 
head in the crack regiment of the Household 
Brigade was no doubt. au awful shock to thu 
Queen and to the old military fogies who 
hold the high commands in the British army, 
aud whose "ideas are fossilized bi'3'ond the 
possibility of change. Hence the thought of 
the Grenadier Guards refusing to parade, in 
sympathy with tin; strike of the London 
policeman, has shocked their ideas and those 
of the Royal family and it? adherents be- 
yond conception. After Waterloo. the 
royal title of Grenadier Regiment of Foot 
Guards was bestowed on the corpi to distin- 
guish it from the Coldstream Guards anil 
the Scots Fusilier Guards, also of the House- 
hold Brigade.

In 11570 two companies served in Virginia, 
and the Guards fought against thu piratical 
-Moors at Tangiers in 10S0. They were at thu 
battle of Bteinkirk in 10SW, and fought 
through the entire campaign in Flanders aud 
Germany. In 1T0J Uib Guards were seuttj 
Spain, and were at the burn. ng of the Spanish 
galleons in Vigo bay tint year, anil took part i 
in the attack on Gibraltar. They assisted at 
the siege aud capture of Barcelona aud Val- 
encia, and at the battles of Ahnanza, Rure- 
monde, Bfcevenswaert, Liog •. Huy and Bonn. 
They were at the battle of thu heights of 
Schellenberg, and were the only Guards pre- j 
sent at the celebrated battle of Iileiiheim;l 
they took a prominent part in the actions of 
XJllU and Landau, anil forced the French 
lines. In 1700 they were at Ramilios and a: 
thu siege of Ostein], Jfeuirs, Deuderrnonde 
and Atll. In 170!) they shared the dangers 
and glory of Malplaquet and were present 
with the victorious unuy at the sieges of 
Mons, Douai, Bethuno, St. Vonaut and Aire. 
In 1713 the Guard , assisted at the siege of 
Queonoy and at tli,> occupation of Dunkirk. 

TIIKIlt SHATTEHKU BATTALIONS 

were allowed to return to England in thu 
following year, and wore kept there to meet 
the; Proteuder until the end ot the reign of 
George 1.

to capture Valenciennes. The first battalion 
led the attack oa Lincelles, supported by tho 
other battalions ot the brigade; for their 
courage they were allowed to inscribe bin- 
cellos on their colours. They were at tho 
capture of Vaux in 17U4, and at tho battles of 
R.ubaix, Rhenneu und distinguished them- 
selves ejpeciolly at Trouvllle.

Tho financial statement of the Dominion 
for the year ending Juno 30tli, 1890, is a 
yood ono. There has been an increase of 
revenue and a dscroaae of expenditure 
The surplus of ordinary revenue over or- 
dinary expenditure is large, being §4,004,- 
237. The public debt is increased by a 
little over half a million, but there has 

been an expenditure on capital stcouuntof lin'orosts, and also that tho illiberal trad 



oyed. They go over t'10 public accounts 
item by item, and when they find any- 
thing that has oven the appcaraiico of 
irregularity they ask the Government 
questions about it, and if the explanation 
is not in their opinion satisfactory they 
make objection! which nro published in 
tho newspapers and the whole matter is 
discussed in every part of the Dominion. 
An item charged to capital that ought to 
bo charged to revenue would be eagerly 
pounced upon. Questions would bo asked 
in committee and in tho House about it, 
and the whole matter would be before 
tho public in a very short time. It is 
safe then to say that the book-keeping 
of tho Government is perfectly accurate 
and that improper entries are seldom or 
nover designedly made. 

Besides, it is not a sign of superior 
intelligence and sagacity to take it for 
granted that overy ono connected with 
the Government is a rogue, hound to 
hoodwink and humbug tho public. 
If tho man who is of this 
opinion and prides himself on 
holding it, has ever anything to do 
with public business — particularly busi- 
ness in which the receipt and expendi- 
ture of money is concerned — he will find 
that he has been {laboring under a mon- 
strous delusion, lie will be surprised, 
and perhaps disgusted, to seo how care- 
ful the Government officials are to have 
everything done correctly, and how many 
checks there ara to prevent mistakes and 
to make fraud impossible. Very few 
private concerns do their business so ae- 
curately and so carefully and take so 
many precautions against tho possibility 
of error as the Government. Nothing is 
done in a Government office ofl'-hand,and 
nothing is left to chance, The talk, 
therefore, about wrong entries and delu- 
sive surpluses is, for the most, part, mere 
clap-trap. I''or our part, we greatly pre- 
fer the system of book-keeping which the 
Government of the Dominion has adopt- 
ed to the one that obtains in this Pro- 
vince. 



seem to imagine. Tho triumph of tho 
ultra protectionists in tho United States 
is likoly to be short-lived. But whether 
the prohibitory duties arc to continue, or 
whether they are likely to bo soon re- 
pealed, the right thing for Canadians to 
do, and what, wo have no doubt, they 
will do, will bo to put their business in 
such a shape as that they will be inde- 
pendent of tho caprices and tho fiscal 
vagaries of their nearest neighbor. That 
stalwart old Liberal George Brown be- 
hoved in the commercial independence of 
Canada. This is what he said when he 
withdrew from tho Coalition Cabinet in 
lS(5(i, because ho disapproved of the 
policy of tho Government, with respect 
to the renewal of tlie reciprocity treaty : 

11 1 was not willing that tho customs 
and excise duties of Canada should ho 
assimilated to tho prohibitory rates of tho 
United States — and very especially was I 
unwilling that any such arrangement 
should be entered into with the United 
States dependent upon the frail terms of 
reciprocity legislation ropealablo at any 
moment at the caprico of any party. I 
firmly believed that, good as tho reciprocity 
treaty had been for Canada, in tho event of 
repeal we had a commercial policy of our 
own open to us for adoption nut greatly 
inferior to that wo would be deprived of." 

Tho event showed that Georgo Brown 
was right. Canada could live and thrive 
in spite of the illiberal trade policy of the 
United States in 1800 and succeeding 
years, and it can prosper quite as well 
after the enactment, of tho McKinley 
tariff law.

When the largo expenditure on works 
chargeable to Capital account ia compared 
with tlio small increase of deb- there is 
i»ood ground to hope that before very 
long a Doniinion surplus will represent 
an exco33 of revenue oeer total expendi- 
ture on, all accounts. We see that the 
Toronto .^Mail enters into a long appla- 
nation of the Dominion sys'em of book-, 
keeping ill order, no doubt, to do what it 
can to deprive tho Government of the 
credit of having a surplus. That system 
of bookkeeping was not devised by tile 
present Government, and it lias been re- 
tained by all Governments. It is not 
hard to see why. Tho sinus that the 
Government spends on works that are to 
last many years should not be charged 
to any particular year. If this were 
doiie tho public would not bo nblo to 
form a clear or a fair estimate 
of the way in which the financial affairs 
of the country are conducted. Tho moat 
inexcusable extravagance might be cover- 
ed by lumping all accounts together in 
this way, and, on tho other hand, a gov- 
ernment which was really economical and 
doing good work for tho country could 
bo represented by its enemies us being 
wantonly extravagant. It is best to have 
u proper classification of accounts so that 
the intelligent elector will bo able to see 
jvt a glance what has been tho ordinary 
expenditure of the government, and what 
i», has b| out, on upeful, permanent public 
works. 1 1 is folly to talk of delusion in 
a matter of th s kind. The public accounts 
a "j open fjr t' 10 inspection of all, and 
t'ae citizen of ordinary intelligence can 
a.ie for hinnelf, with very little oxartiuu, 
how the loiiutry stands.

The third ami lust of tho Pacific Mail 
uteameis io ho been in Victoria for Bonir 
timo entered mid cleared on Sunday. SIi-j 
arrived at the Outer wharf at 8:30 11.111., tint I 
remained until 4 o'clock, when eliu sailed 
for iSun Frunoisoo. 

A memo, of tho trip, furnished by the 
purser, is as follows : " P. M. SS. City i>f 
llio da .Janeiro, U. S. Austin coinmuuding, 
left Hong Kong August ±2 ; Yokohama 
August 31. To the meridian had light 
southerly wind and smooth sea, thence to 
long. 150° W. experienced strong southeast 
f>ulewith bich sen. Thence to port, light 
variable, winds and good weather. Arrived 
at Victoria September 14, 8:32 n. in. Euro- 
pean passengers for Victoria— P. Wehrier, 
U. T. Miller anil servant, Mrs. M. Allen, 
Mrs. IJowyer, James liisjett, A. .1. Mcl'hei- 
win, A. YNVn and w ife, E. \V. (lowuings, 
Mrs. O. \V. Donald, Oo. Murray, J. Wal- 
lace, T. P. Lightfoot. Or. II. Smith, U.y X.; 
Ivirk Kinney, H. T. Finch, dames Slawson, 
Or. J. S. Owens, Mrs. W. !!. lionnell lind 
lamily, Miss E. Allen, Geo Filleur, J.ia 
Larry, Chus.

Twelve American seauion, who were 
found in destitute cirouuiSDaiices at Hong 
Kong, several having been shipwrecked, 
were also brought to their own country by 
i lie Janeiro.

On her outgoing trip, tho Rio de Janeiro 
collided with, a P. & O. steamship betw een 
Yokohama and Hong Kong, her stem being 
badly wrecked. She was promptly docked 
at Hong Kong, and her repairs were in pro- 
gress for exactly 14 days and nights. The 
extent of the damage sustained by the Pa- 
cific Mailer in the collision was $25,000, and 
it was this and the consequent time in dock 
that caused her late arrival.
